SOME WAR NEWS AHEAD 


Judgment of the trend of the 
war must be based upon the in- 
terpretation of events given in 
the news centers of Washington, 
New York and London, where the 
war has been studied intensively 
from the beginning. Based on the 
, reports of the past week from 
such observers, this war begins 
to look more encouraging as to 
the chance of active service train- 
ing for American regiments. 
Prescott may yet read of its 
boys flying in France and scan 
the lists of causualties for famil- 
iar names, and it will yet hear 
of trenches taken by American 
troops. There may come a story 
of a division lost on a transport 
sunk by a submarine in the At- 
lantic. The liklihood of the loss 
“of a war vessel is more remote, 
as submarines do not find them 
easy prey. 

It is going to be a hard year 
of war still. Germany is weak- 
ening, but she is not atthe break 
ing point. While the world hold: 
the strongest hand of cards, ther: 
is much in the way they ar 
played. and Germany may think 
‘she has one last chance to wir 
with submarines. . There number: 
are increasing. The tonnage of 
shipping sunk is being accelerat 
ed in rate. Germany may hav 
some submarine surprises in stor¢ 
, still. . 

In view of this aspect of affairs 
it is desirable that America sence 
an advance guard to the war at 
onee. If the advice and training 
of the French and British ar 
availed of, no bad mistakes wil! 
be made. Red tape should nol 
delay this. price of strategy— the 
use of American troops to throv 
the fear of. doom into the Ger. 
man soldiers. Joffre wants it, and 
he -is in a position to know ité 
value. 

The war department also should 
avail itself of volunteers above 
the age limits cohtemplated by 
the selective draft. These mer 
have had experience which wil’ 
fit them for service befdre th 
raw youngsters have learned how 
to port arms. Spanish-Americat 
war veterans could he’ prepared 
for the field in a few months. 
The demand that Roosevelt bi 
allowed to lead a division or so 
is growing. le is not too ol¢ 
for the field. Leading Cermar 
ians, and Roosevelt would still bc 
young at 70.
